He sold that when the papers sent their bills for 
printing the supplerient to the Soviet Std>assy, a copy should go to the Secretary of the 
Chief CoomissiSDer, and after pa^iaent, Khan was to be informed as to the method of 
payment (cash, check or kind). He said that if the editors received any gifts these 
too oust be shown. Khan said he had learned the Soviets were paying some with nerwsprixt 
and If this vere true, he vould find out by checking newsprint licenses* (Headquarter 
cosnent: Another government agency reports that the Ministry of Information and 

BroadcastiDg issued a circular letter to all Pakistani editors throu^ martial lav 
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channels stating that If the editors decided to publish the supplnent, they vould 
be veil advised to label every page of such supplement Advertisement" and to sake 
clear that they reserved the rl^t to coenent on the supplement as they sav fit* 

Also an official MLlstanl service reports that on 5 Novoober 195^, the Pakistan
